Corn Disease 
Evident in 


River Bottoms

There has been m uch local con­ 
cern over a published report of a 
new corn blight in Southern Ohio. 
This is a strange 
new disease, 
however, the only 
sym ptom s 
of 
such a disease has been found only 
in corn fields in the Ohio R iver 
and lower Scioto River bottom s. 
Several thousands of acres seem 
to be involved. 
Crop authorities from F ederal 
and State agencies are checking 
sym ptom s of the disease in an at­ 
tem pt to establish definitely 
its 
identify. They have indicated that 
it could be a virus infection known 
as corn stunt.

“ If this proves the case, it could 
be serious, but let’s not push the 
panic 
button 
y et” , 
advises Dr. 
Blair Janson, 0. S. U. Extension 
Plant Pathologist. Dr. Janson says 
corn stunt is known to exist in

and th at suspicious plants were 
found recently in M ississippi and 
Louisiana. Two species of leafhop­ 
pers are the only known tran sm it­ 
ters of the disease.

The leaves be 
come yellowish green with yellow 
splotches, and later the sides and

Dis 
eased plants may be few in num 
ber and widely scattered, or they 
may be concentrated in certain 
areas, Dr. Janson reports.

glare. For com fort, some general 
light is needed in the room in ad 
dition to that provided by the desk 
lam p itself. 
Use the right bulb in the right 
place for good, com fortable hom e 
lighting. 
Inside frosted, soft white, and 
clear glass bulbs of the sam e w at­ 
tag e give about the sam e am ount 
of light — but the appearance and 
com fort of the light they produce 
varies widely. 
The soft white bulb distributes 
the light over the entire bulb su r­ 
face. This reduces glare, elim in­ 
ates shadows and a bright spot 
Tinted pastel bulbs are m ade like 
soft white bulbs, but the colored 
coating absorbs some of the light 
Pink and yellow absorb about IO 
per cent aqua about 25 per cent 
B ecause som e light is absorbed, a 
higher w att bulb is need to pro­ 
vide the sam e am ount of light. 
These colored bulbs accent or 
com plim ent certain colors.

is com plim entary to com plexions 
and

Aquas

Seismic Observatory Is Able 


To Spot Underground A-Blasts 


Fifteen feet below the surface of the Earth at Tonto Forest 
Seism ological Observatory, are two 1,10 0 -square-foot vaults 
housing long-period and short-period seismometers to meas- 
use the most minute ground motion.

World's largest ex p erimental seis­ 
mic observ atory , designed to test 
equip ment for detecting and ident­ 
ify ing underground nuclear ex p lo­ 
sions and natural earth quakes up 
to one quarter of th e way around 
th e world, h as just been op ened 
9 0 miles north east of h ere at Pay ­ 
son, Ariz.

S e i s- 
mological 
Observ atory , th e 
fifth 
adv anced seismological 
observ a­ 
tory constructed under th e Dep art­ 
ment of Defense’s 
“ Vela 
Uni­

underground nuclear tests. 
Smaller observ atories are situat­ 
ed near Lawton, 
Okla.; 
Baker, 
Ore.; Vernal, Utah , and McMinn­ 
v ille, Tenn. 
As a test and ev aluation labora­ 
tory for equip ment and tech niques 
dev elop ed under th e “ Vela Uni- 
lorm ” p rogram, th e Tonto Obser­ 
v atory monitors and records Earth 
v ibrations from more th an 60 seis­ 
mometers of v arious ty p es, buried 
in th e ground in v aults. 
Each seismometer can measure 
mov ement in th e Earth as minute 
as one-rmllionth of an inch . Four­ 
teen miles of trails and 400 miles 
of electrical cable connect th e seis­ 
mometers with th e recording and 
control center. 
Some of th ese massiv e under­ 
ground baults, 15 feet below th e 
surface of th e earth , h ouse seis­ 
mometers used to measure long- 
p eriod ground motion wh ich can 
b e likened to an ocean wav e. Oth ­ 
ers 
contain 
sh ort-p eriod 
seismo­ 


meters to measure distances bet­ 
ween th e crests of ground motion 
wh ich are no furth er ap art th an 
one second. 
With th e strong and continued ob­ 
jection of th e Sov iet Union to p er­ 
mitting internationally -manned se­ 
ismic 
control 
p osts 
with in 
th e 
USSR, as was p rop osed fiv e y ears 
ago at Genev a, both th e United 
States and th e Ended Kingdom are 
now p lacing increasing emp h asis 
on ev aluating th e ex tent th at an 
underground test ban agreem ent 
could be monitored by seismic sta­ 
tions installed outside th e USSR. 
Th e only known way to detect 
underground nuclear ex p losions at 
long range is by means of th e seis­ 
mic wav es th ey create. Th e Earth 
transm its th is energy p rimarily in 
two basic wav e ty p es. Th ese are as 
body wav es wh ich , because th e 
Earth is round, mov e p rimarily 
th rough th e deep interior of th e 
Earth , and as .surface wav es wh ich 
trav el along th e face of th e earth , 
much as do ocean wav es. 
Various seismometers are so de­ 
signed th at th ey can distinguish 
th e difference between th ese v ar­ 
ious wav es and measure th e rela­ 
tiv e amount of mov ement of th e 
earth . Heigh ts of seismic wav es 
from tamp ed underground nuclear 
ex p losions in th e kiloton range and 
from earth quakes releasing com­ 
p arable amounts of energy b o t h 
are ex tremely small. 
For ex amp le, a tamp ed under­ 
ground two-kiloton nuclear ex p lo­ 
sion is only about 30 milli-microns, 
actually a v ery small fraction of 
a w*av e length of ligh t. To op erate 
such equip ment, background noise 
lev els h av e to be as low as one 
milJi-micron.

Doctors7 Prescriptions 


Each day in the United States doctors 
write more than a million prescriptions, 
90 per cent of which could not have b e e n 
filled 20 years ago. Such has been the swift 
pace of m o d e r n scientific research that 
mediciiHS called for in the great bulk of 
today’s 
prescriptions 
either were 
n o t 
known or were not readily available t w o 
decades ago. 
In the days after World War I. biological 
and medical research projects were mod­ 
est undertakings. Now several ph arm a ceu ­ 
tical f i r m s have research staffs num ­ 
bering more than 500 persons. Manufac­ 
turers of drugs are putting approximately 
5 per cent of the dollar volume of sales 
into research. 
Marketing experience of the 
industry 
reveals ihe tremendous risks which must 
be taken for progress. Time and again 
companies which had invested heavily in 
p l a n t s or processes to produce new 
drugs saw 
their undertakings virtually 
wiped out by a single new development. 
Not all r e s e a r c h is productive in 
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the field of pharmaceuticals. And once a 
new product promises to meet a medical ' 
need, the task of checking and rechecking 
the product, its dosage, and the produc­ 
tion process is slow and exacting. F r o m 
two to IO years m a y be required to develop 
and m a r k e t a drug, during which peri­ 
od a newer discovery may render it obso­ 
lete. 


These are but a few of the considera­ 
tions which determine the cost of a pre­ 
scription today. But expensive new drugs 
m a y a c t u a l l y save the public money. 
Those who had pneumonia 30 years a g o 
went to the hospital. It took an average of 
three months’ wages to pay the bills and 
other direct costs. Today, pneumonia is 
commonly treated at home with drugs 
costing only five hours’ wages. 
The new drugs save lives as well as dol­ 
lars. In t b o s e earlier days one of every 
four pneumonia patients died. Today, ex­ 
cept among the very young and the v e r y 
old, pneumonia is rarely fatal. 


That Small Voice Within 


A guilty conscience is one of the m o s t 
compelling emotional forces a hum an can 
possess. It has the power to turn harden­ 
ed criminals into meek repentants and has 
brought solutions to many crimes which 
otherwise would still be unsolved. 
Because the United States government 
is the largest business in the world and al­ 
most e\ ery American has financial 
or 
other dealings with it at some time, t h e 
resources of the government are constant- 
ly preyed upon. Income tax evasions are 
the l a r g e s t class of Treasury-drain- 
ers, but they are by no m eans the only 
ones. 
From the ranks of these petty thieves a 
certain percentage emerges with pangs of 
guilt anc a d e s i r e to atone for misdeeds. 
It is this group that has enriched the na­ 
tion’s coffers by contributing, anonymous­ 
ly or otherwise, to the conscience fund. 
This conscience fund was born complete­ 
ly by a c c i d e n t in 1811 when President 
Ja m e s M o n r o e received a five-dollar 
bill from an anonymous citizen. 
Since 
then well over 50,000 Americans have felt 
the need to repay the government f o r 


their thoughtless acts. Sometimes a let­ 
ter accompanies 
the 
money 
explaining 
what it is for, other times there is nothing 
but the cash. 


Money received in this manner by t h e 
President, senators or any other govern­ 
ment official is referred to the Treasury 
Department with the notation that it is an­ 
other donation to the nation’s conscience 
fund. 
Amounting to m ore than $2 million, the 
conscience fund has been added to every 
year s i n c e its 
inception, 
in 
varying 
amounts. The least amount received in a 
year was in 1852 when only six dollars 
worth of g u i l t was felt by the entire 
country. The record year was 1950, when 
$370,000 was received. The largest single 
a m o u n t was received in 1916 when an 
anonymous Philadelphian enriched t h e 
fund by $30,000. 
All in all, the conscience fund has turned 
out to be a rather successful enterprise.

consciences 
are eased 
and 
the 
Treasur\ accepts all donations with no 
questions asked.

Yet 
concentrated saK, taken in paste 
form, can lie severely injurious to 
the body. In fact, it 
is 
said 
that 
certain Oriental groups have used 
excessive quantities of 
salt 
for 
the purpose of their own destruc­ 
tion. 
Fortunately, 
our 
sensitive 
taste discourages any such exper­ 
imentation. 
One would not imagine t h a t 
milk in any 
form 
could 
present 
any such problem. Yet attention 
has been called to this possibility. 
Concentrated powdered milk is 
nourishing 
and easily prepared 
The 
directions 
are 
simple, and 
when followed carefully this milk 
b e c o rn e s an important fo o d 
for infants and children. 
Too often the parent is tempted 
to disregard the specific instruc­ 
tions on the label. Many may feel 
that a greater concentration of the 
powdered milk can he even more 
beneficial to their children. 
This generosity has been known 
to cause a large lumpy collection 
of 
concentrated 
protein 
which 
stays lodged in the stomach of chil­ 
dren. Nausea and vomiting may 
result, 
and 
the infant 
develops 
strange, 
indefinable symptoms. 
The real cause is rarely sus­ 
pected at first as a factor. Some­ 
times it is not until the child is X- 
rayed that the presence of his 
condolidated mass of solidifed 
milk called “lactobezoar” is dis­ 
covered, 
Fortunately, the condition 
can 
readily be treated by returning the 
infant to a feeding regime of ordin­ 
ary

s k i m m e d milk. 
The 
mass slowly dissolves and begins 
to disappear.

The elusive secrets of one of the 
body’s mystery glands are begin 
: ning to be unraveled. 
The purpose of the pineal gland 
has been the basis for wide-reach­ 
ing speculations. None were ever 
completely substantiated. In fact, 
the study of the pineal gland, lo- 
i cated deep in the brain, has frust­ 
rated many scientists for years. 
It was accepted as a hormone- 
secreting gland whose anatomical 
position was known, but whose ex­ 
act function was not known. 
Now, at the National Institute of 
Mental Health, a hormone, melat- 
omn, has been specifically identi­ 
fied with the 
pineal 
gland. The 
subtle function of this hormone is 
to direct and regulate many of na­ 
ture’s “ time clocks’’ built in to 
many parts of tile human body. Bi­ 
orhythm is a method of keeping in 
balance respiration, 
heart 
rate, 
temperature, and the m y r i a d 
mechanisms that make the body 
more wondrous than all the man­ 
made moon satellites that can be 
conceived or devised. 
The newer light shed on the func­ 
tion of the pineal gland further 
advances the knowledge 
of

hormones 
on 
which our lives depend.

F o r, 
up to the time the Russians ap­ 
peared on the horizon, the lobster- 
men were very much caught up in 
their own internecine warfare. The 
lobster civil war began when skin 
divers started to capture lobsters 
that might otherwise have gone 
into the traps set by the pot men 
The trappers complained that the 
skin divers were depleting the sup­ 
ply — and in Maine, where the pot 
setters had a strong lobby, they 
succeded in having a law passed to 
make skin diving for lobsters il­ 
legal. But the drive against the 
skin divers in Massachusetts fail­ 
ed — and today the skin divers ac­ 
count for about half of the total 
of 4,000 lobster licenses issued by 
the Bay State. 
According to John Hughes, who 
runs the State Lobster Hatchery on 
Martha’s Vineyard and who pre­ 
sumably knows more 
about 
the 
lobster cycle than any other man 
living, the notion that the skin div 
ers would deplete the total lobst­ 
er supply was always a phony. 
The skin diver, he says, had mere­ 
ly invented a new method of cap­ 
turing part of an existing natural 
resource — and, provided the egg- 
bearing females were always re ­ 
turned to the water, the fact that 
more lobsters were taken by skin 
divers, and fewer by the pot men 
would have

The battle between the pot men 
and the skin divers .subsided a bit 
when, after World War II, drag­

trawls (cost, $3,000 per trawl) be­ 
gan to catch 800 pounds of lobsters 
at a single haul in 1,200 feet of wa­ 
ter along the continental shelf. The

“jumbos” weighing well over three 
pounds each.

Seismic Observatory Is Able 


To Spot Underground A-Blasts 


Fifteen feet below the surface of the Earth at Tonto Forest 
Seismological Observatory, are two 1,100-square-foot vaults 
housing long-period and short-poriod seismometers to meas- 
use the most minuto ground motion.

PHOENIX, Ariz —The 
Western 
World’s largest experimental seis­ 
mic observatory, designed to test 
equipment for detecting and ident­ 
ifying underground nuclear explo­ 
sions and natural earthquakes up 
to one quarter of the way around 
the world, has just been opened 
90 miles northeast of here at P ay ­ 
son, Ariz. 
It is the Tonto 
Forest 
S e is- 
mological Observatory, the fifth 
advanced seismological 
observa­ 
tory constructed under the Depart­ 
ment of Defense’s 
“Vela 
Uni­ 
form,” a program to increase the 
United States capability for de­ 
tecting, locating 
and 
identifying 
underground nuclear tests. 
Smaller observatories are situat­ 
ed near Lawton, 
Okla.; 
Baker,! 
Ore.; Vernal, Utah, and McMinn­ 
ville, Tenn. 
As a test and evaluation labora­ 
tory for equipment and techniques 
developed under the “Vela Uni­ 
form” program, the Tonto O bser-j 
vatory monitors and records Earth 
vibrations from more than 60 seis-! 
mometers of various types, buried 
in the ground in vaults. 
Each seismometer can measure 
movement in the Earth as minute 
as one-millionth of an inch. Four­ 
teen miles of trails and 400 miles 
of electrical cable connect the seis­ 
mometers with the recording and 
control center. 
Some of these massive under­ 
ground baults, 15 feet below the 
surface of the earth, house seis­ 
mometers used to measure long- 
period ground motion which can 
be likened to an ocean wave. Oth­ 
ers contain short-period seismo­ 


meters to measure distances bet­ 
ween the crests of ground motion 
which are no further apart than 
one second. 
With the strong and continued ob­ 
jection of the Soviet Union to per­ 
mitting internationally-manned se­ 
ismic 
control 
posts 
within 
the 
USSR, as was proposed five years 
ago at Geneva, both the United 
States and the United Kingdom are 
now placing increasing emphasis 
on evaluating the extent that an 
underground test ban agreement 
could be monitored by seismic sta­ 
tions installed outside the USSR. 
The only known way to detect 
underground nuclear explosions at 
long range is by means of tile seis­ 
mic waves they create. The Earth 
transmits this energy primarily in 
two basic wave types. These are as 
body waves which, because the 
Earth is round, move primarily 
through the deep interior of the 
Earth, and as surface waves which 
travel along the face of the earth, 
much as do ocean w aves. 
Various seismometers are so de­ 
signed that they can distinguish 
the difference between these var­ 
ious waves and measure the rela­ 
tive amount of movement of the 
earth. Heights of seismic waves 
from tamped underground nuclear 
explosions in the kiloton range and 
from earthquakes releasing com­ 
parable amounts of energy b o t h 
are extremely small. 
For example, a tamped under­ 
ground two-kiloton nuclear explo­ 
sion is only about 30 milli-microns, 
actuary a very small fraction of 
a wave length of light. To operate 
such equipment, background noise 
levels have to be as low as one 
milli-micron.
